PLAY FOR THE COVTROLLING ORGANS DIABSTING PUBLIC OPINION IN MANCHURIA 
Ohjesss 


This plan airs at the unification of prese and news agencies under 
tho Japanese Gevernmcnt, the Manchukuo Government and the Manchurian Railway 
Co. Ltd. a. well as the rationalization of the management, in order to 
eccure the independence of public opinion in Manchuria and to facilitate 
and asccrtain tho unitary control and oxcoution of propaganda by which is 
neccesary to accomplish tho national policics. 


1. The following pross and news ageneics undor tho guidance of the 
Japanosc Government, the Manchukuo Governmont and tho Manchurian Railway 
Co. Ltd. shall be unified and consolidated into ono, "The Manchuria Koho 
Association."

2. This association shall be a foundation. Among the above montioned 
prose and news agencies, tho comvanics which aro not foundations shall bo 
immodiatoly included in this association and the compenics which are ‘ 
juridical porsons shall bo included after logal procecdurcs. Some companics 
dncludod into this association may bc combined with others or abolished. 


%, All the companics in this associntion shall be united into the 
following threo organs, namely Tho Manciukuo Nove Agency, tho Manchurian 
Daily Nows (in Japanceec, lnglish and Russian) and tho Kotoku-Ho (Scikyo 
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Timos and Daido-Ho shall bc combinod and tho Manchu-Mongolia Daily News in 
Koroan shall be issucd). The management will bo conducted as follows:

4. This association shall have ito headquarters in Hsinking to super~ 
vise and direct the business of tno companies which belong to this organi~- 
gation and it shall b+ conductec. by the following porsonnels:

1 person 

Tho vico menaging dircetor (selericd office) - 1 person 

To direetors (honorary cffice allowance shall be given - 3 persons; 
salaricd officce)- 1 person 

Tho supervisors (honornry office allowence shell be given) - 2 persons 

The councillors (honorary office allowance shell be given) ~ This 
office shell be held by the Heinking representatives of the concerned 
compenics end corresponding persons of companics which have thoir head 
offices in Hsinking. 

Tho clerks (the salaricd offico) - 3 persone 

Tho gonerel end misccllanceus offico work (the salaried office) - 
3 porsons 

Advisers mey be appointed whon roquired. 


5. Propegenda in Menchukuo conducted by this ascocintion shall be 
carried out chicfly by. the press officcs and propegnnda to forcign countrics 
shall be carricd out by the news agencices with the help of the press. For 
tho above mentioned object, this association shall decide upon the policy 
and means for propaganda and convey then to the companics and control thoir 
propagande. operations. 


6. The expenses required by tho association shall be managed accord- 
ing to the following stipulations: 


1, Aftor the formation of tho association, it shall be managed 
by the expenses of the companics thet belong to it. 


2. The subsidics being given to the companics at prosent by 
concorned bodies shall be continucd. In futuro above mentioned sub- 
sidies shall be given to the Association by the Koho Committce. 


3. The expenses required in forming tho association shall be 
paid by the Kwantung Army, the Manchukue Government and by the Man- 
churian Railway Co. Ltd., though it is a matter to be decided upon 
at cach occasion. 


7. Organs in Japon and Manchuria connectod with this association 
shnll control end direct this association by the following means in order 
to have the movements of this association in full cooperation towards the 
accomplishment of our national policics. 


1. This association shall be given necessary directions by the 
Koho Gommittce conecrning the euthority of guiding public opinion. 


2, The parsonncl administration of the managing staff of this 
association and the news agoncics belonging to this association shall 
be decided upon with the consent cf tho Koho Committee. 


8. Tho following policies shall bo adopted to help the develepment. 
of thie association: yi 
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1. The establishment of a now press sh-ll not be permitted, 
but new local cditions may be published 4f necessary. Tho wuying 
up of tho romain/ng existing newspapers by others shall be avoided 
and they shali t> left to take their own course.
